two plaintiffs, the supreme court ml 
once became the centre of attraction. | 

Mre. Keane was seated within the | 
enclosure reserved for the shining | 
lights of the legal jfraternity. Rather | 
petite, with dark hhir, clear complex- 
ion and vivacious | jeyes, Mrs. Keane 
was garbed ina black dress, with white | 
blouse, while her Hat was of a light | 
grey shade, trimmed with brown fur. 
Her gloveg. were=-black,...Round her} 
shoulders hung a date brown fur stole, | 
and on the back of her’chair was a tur | 
coat, while on the table Jn front of her, 
a muff to match occupied a consider- 
able amount of spece, completely over- 
shadowing quite an array of. legal- 
looking documents. Her presence ad- 
ded a touch of vivid brightness to the 
dull and@ funeral background of the 
sombre robes worn by the judge and 
lesser legal dignaturies. 

It was with evident impatience that 
the spectators waited for the moment 
when Mrs. Keane should stand up and 
display her abilities as a cross-exam- 
Iner. ° 

The principal plaintiff in the action 
was John P. Crage, a contractor, who 
is suing Mrs. Keane for $678 as the re- 
mainder of the money due him for the 
construction of « house for the defend- 
ant.4 It appears that the house, in 
the first place, was to cost $1,000, but 
before it was finished $178 had been 
added to the total by way of extras 
and alterations. Cragg, in replying to 
questions, put by his solicitor, Mr. H. 
H. Parlee, said that the extras and 
allerations had been made at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Keane, and that the 
charges for the same were unreason- 
able, 

When Mrs. Keane rose to cross- 
examine Mr, Cragg the spectators made 
up their minds that they were to spend 
a& very enjoyable time, It, muse be 
whispered right here, however, that 
they were somewliat disappointed at 
the showing made by Mrs. Keane. 
However ungallant it may sound, it re- 
mains to be stated that Mrs. Keane ut- 
terly failed to come within measure- 
able distance of the ability, acumen 
and oratory of the famous lady. who 
got Shylock {nto such a bunch of | 
trouble. On the contrary, Mrs. Keane | 
made it painfully evident that her 
knowledge of court procedure was mis- 
erably small, and fell into the old mls- 
stake of the amateur by making asser- 
tions on her own behalf when she | 
ought to have confined her attention | 
‘solely to the task of questioning the 
witness. 

On several oceasions, Mrs. Keane 
Yook it upon herself to say that Mr. 
Cragg was telling nothing but false- 
‘hoods, and at one stage asserted that 
‘Mr, Crage’s cousin had endeavored to 
induce her to part with the original 
contract, Which was the only document 
that could help her to win her case. 

It also came out that Mrs. Keane 
had mixed the paste used jn the put- 
ting up of some burlap on the ceiling 
of one of the rooms, and that a portion 
of the burlap had refused to remain on 
Auty and had fallen to the floor, “I 
should have been paid damages for he 
fright I got,” remarked Mrs. Keane, 

Later she attempted to get the wit- 
ness to admit that all the extras and 
alterations had been made necessary 
because of the wrong measurements 
he had taken, but her attempts in this 
direction failed. 

Eventually the judge advised Mrs, 
Keane to ask Mr. Crags no more ques- 
tions, but to later avail herself of the 
opportunity of giving evidence on her 
own behalf. Indeed, by this time Mr, 
Cragg was looking somewhat worrled, 
and was evidently not at all displeas- 
ed when Mrs. 
judge's advice.

Director Who Visited Canad-

London, Noy. 24—Hudson's Bay 


company shareholders today resolved 
to increase the capital of the company 
£1,000,000 by tne creation of 200,000 
five per cent. preferred shares of stock 
of a face denomination of £5 each, to 
be offered to each shareholder, 

Lord Strathcona, who attended the 
meeting, but whose speech was read 


subscribed in July, 1912, with £3,000,- 
00% lund sale proceeds, has been ex- 
pended in strengthening the fur trade 
and reorganizing the store business, 
It has been found advisable to erect a 
depot at Edmonton to be in a better 
position to supply customers through- 
out that district. : 

“The sites purchased for the erec- 
tion of new stores, or extensions to ex- 
isting, have involved an expenditure of 
£341,900. While much of this outlay 
necessary has so far been unproduct- 
ive. it is a source of gratification to 
be able to state that the estimated pre- 
sent worth of these sites shows con- 
siderable increase over prices at which 


“In the land department, consider- 
able expenditure on drainage and road 
making has been guaranteed in con- 
nection with the subdivision at Edmon- 
ton, The undertaking given by our 
company to execute that work was in 
a great measure the means of securing 
the satisfactory prices at which sales 
had been effected of this property. 
When completed this work will have 
the effect of still further enhancing the 
values of property. remaining within 
the subdivided area. The expenditure 
so far incurred In.recent undertakings 
is £815;7882, and it is estimated that the 
completion of the prograin will involve 
a further sum of £750,000.

He compared Ed- 
monton’s fortunate situation in the 
matter of loans with that of other 
larger cities in the west. especially In 
British Columbia and claimed that they 
had done their work as honestly and 
as Well as could have been expected 
under such adverse conditions as ex- 
isted- during the past summer. Noar the 
end of his speech Alderman Douglas 
wus questioned by a citizen as to why 
there hud been an increase in taxation 
of over 800 per cent in the case of some 
private properties whereus the Hudson 
Ray company had only been called upon 
tc sustain an increase of 8 percent. 
Instead of waiting for the alderman's 
reply Mr. Powell called out in a loud 
voice, “Perhaps its because the mayor 
is the solicitor for this large company 
just as he is for several large railway 
companies.” ‘ ; 

On hearing these words Mayor Short 
jumped to his feet and walking hasti- 
ly to the platform, resented Mr. Pow- 
ell's insinuation in no mistaken 
manner calling it “an unqualified lie.” 
This Uttle interchange of amenities pre- 
cipitated another near-riot in the midst 
of which Chairman MeArthur vainly 
endeavored to get Mr. Powell to take 
his seat.

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SIR VAN FORGETS HIS 
ORIGINAL POSITION, 

A distinguished critic who has joined the ranks of the 

valiant blacksmiths that are hammering the Hudson Bay rail- 

way project is Sir William Van Horne, a former president of 
the Canadian Pacific and still largely interested in that enter- 
prise. 

ln an interview at Montreal, Sir William was shockingly 
frank and specific in his denunciation of the Hudson Bay line. 
He would stake his reputation as a careful man of good judg- 
ment that not more than twenty cargoes in twenty years 
would be carried from Canada via the Hudson Bay. How- 
ever, he uncovered even a more disagreeable kink in an other- 
Wise amiable disposition by volunteering the information that 
he was secretly glad that the road was being built, as it would 
prove a most expensive monument to the errors of judgment 
made by the politicians unschooled in the high science of 
railroading when they attempt to enter the field which should 
properly be conserved to companies such as that with which 
he is connected. i 

In making such a statement, however, Sir Van forgets 
that there were many careful, conscientious and thoroughiy 
public spirited men in Canada who, when the Canadian 
Pacific was projected, expressed quite as great dubiousness 
about the ultimate success of that enterprise as he now ex- 
presses about the Hudson Bay. It would be interesting to 
know how Sir Van would like to apply his opinions of the 
careful ones of that day ‘to his-own position today.

be rather difficult to recognize him, 
and was seated in a big comfortable 
arm chair, looking as resigned as he 
could at the prospect of being Journa- 
listically quizzed to death. Sheriff 
Robertson told the reporter that as he 
was now 72 years of age, the chances 
were he was born somewhere around 
the year 184L. This supposition hav- 
ing been verifled, it was next learned 
that St. John, N.BG., claimed the hon- 
or of his birth. _The sheriff's’ father 
owned several lumber milis up coun- 
try from St. John, and owing to the 
exigencies of the business two years 
later, was forced to leave the city for 
the woods in the northern part of the 
province; consequently, the future 
sheriff of dmonton was very young 
when he made his first trip, It was 
but the first of many, as will be seen 
later. 


In the year 1856, the sheriff, being} 


then but a boy of 15, the elder Robert- 
son decided to leave New Brunswick 
and “go west.” lo go west In those 
days meant Upper Canada, the pres- 
ent Ontarlo, The present real west 
was at that time looked upon as a 
wilderness given over to Indians, Hud- 
son Bay forts and buffaloes. At any 
raie, the town of Ingersoll, Ont., was 
the objective of the Robertsons away 
back in 1856, and the getting there in 
those old days Is a yarn in itself. , 

Railway conection with Montreal or 
Toronto at that time was out of the 
qnestion. The best way to go west 60 
years ago was to go to New York City 
by boat, taking In Boston on the way, 
and from New York take the train on 
the old New York Central as far as 
Buffalo. This, the boy Robertson and 
his parents did, arriving in Niagara 
ails some two weeks after the begin- 
ning of the trip. 

The only railroad in Canada In those 


Hitherto Robertson had never pene- 
trated beyond Winnipeg, but had often 
felt the desire to tackle’ those never- 
ending prairies and find out just what 
was back of the beyond, and incident- 
ally to have a lMttle bit of buffalo 
shooting, which was the sport royal in 
those days. At last, in what turned 
out to be the momentous year of 1882, 
instead of returning to Seaforth after 
disposing of his stock, he yielded to 
the persuasions of his partner to wait 
overin Winnipeg for the winter and go 
buffalo hunting in the fall. Untfortun-

Western, which ran from Niagara 
Falls to Windsor straight across tha 
peninsula of Western Cntario, It was 
crude enough and rough enough in all 
conscience, according to the sheriff's 
description, but at that early date a 
locomotive and a (train of cars were 
looked upon as the eighth wonder of 
the world, In this quaint old train 
the Robertsons finally arrived at Ing- 
ersoli, in which town the future wes- 
tern trader and sherif€ lived until he 
was a grown man of 25 years. But 
the wanderlust never left Robertson's 
veins from the day he first started on 
the creat treix to the west back In ’56. 
{t seemed to give a western tilt to his 
movements, a tendency which was not 
satisiied until he bad got out as far 
west as was humanly possible in the 
early eighties, In obedience to the call 
he packed vp one day in the spring of 
1865 and got as far west as. Seaforth, 
Ont., on the eastern shore of Lake 
Huren. For 13 years Robertson ran 
a grocery and produce store {n Sea- 
forth, doubtless often during that time 
meeting traders from the then’ almost 
virgin prairies who made Seaforth ao 
sort of headquarters for outfitting on

John Benson. 
Mr. John Benson, deputy sheriff of 
Calgary, was born at Mashan in York- 
shire, England, May 13, 1848. His edu- 


cation was obtained in 


school, and on reaching manhood he 
learned the grain milling business. On 
October 1, 18738, he was marrled at 
Lurneston to Miss Julia Bolton, and 
thelr union has been blessed with three 
children, In the year 1882 he came to 
Canada and located in Toronto, De- 
termining to come west he entered Into 
an arrangement with John T. Moore to 
locate on one of thelr boys’ locations, 
and in June of 1888 he took up a home- 
Stead In the Crescent Lake settlement, 
south of Yorkton, Mrs, Benson being 
the first white woman in that part.of 
the North West Territories. They en- 
dured the privations of the pioneer 
Settler for the time necessary to se- 
cure the homestead, and in the fall of 
1885 removed to Fort Qu'Appello, Mr. 
Benson taking charge of the mill there 
which he operated successfully for 
seven years. In 1892 the family re- 
moved to Wolseley and Mr. Benson 
became manager of the Wolseley Mill- 
ing company, which relation continu- 
ed unttl 1991, when being burned out, 
he removed to Medicine Hat. 

During all those years he took 
active part in political affairs. He was 
president of the Liberal association in 
Fort Qu'Appelle, and in the year 1900 
Was appointed returning officer for 
Hast Assinaboia. While in Wolseley 
he was appointed a justice of the 
peace, and has held a commission ever 
since. When the provinces were form- 
ed, Mr. Benson was appointed deputy 
sheriff at Medicine Hat and entered in- 
to office on October 1, 1906, covering 
a district from the eastern boundary 
to Range 1! West and practically from 
the international boundary to Town- 
ship $4, being 60 miles east and west 
and 204 iniles north and south. Tn the 
early days of his appointment, he drove 
over the large territory and has seen 
the work expand until now there are 
nine bailiffs kept fairly busy. 

The revenne from Medicine Hat of- 
fice from October 1, 1906, te October 
1, 107, was $314.96, while the revenue 
for the month of October this year is 
$664.27, the expenses, bailiffs’ fees and 
salaries of offfee being $505.62.

A. R. Diskson, 

The sheriff of Wetaskiwin was born 
at the city of Hamilton in 1857, and 
came to the North West Territories in 
1881, located in Wetaskiwin in 1895, 
and was engaged in business as a gen- 
eral merchant until appointed sheriff 
in October, 1906. 

The Wetaskiwin judicial district, of 
which Mr. Dickson is sheriff, extends 
from township $5 on the south | to 
township 47 on the north, and from 
boundary line of the province of Bri- 
tish Columbia on the west to the pro- 
vinee of Saskatchewan on the east. 
Subdivided at the line between town- 
ships 41 and 42, townships 41 to 35 
forming a district with a deputy sheriff 
at Red Deer,

until the organization of the province, 
when he was appointed sherff of the 
Macleod judicial district.

Greater Uniformity in Transac- 
tion of Business and More 
Initiative Desired — Will 
Spend Pleasant Time, 


For the first time in the history of 
the province of Alberta a convention 
of the sheriffs and deputy sheriffs from 
all the judicial districts was held at 
the parliament buildings this morn- 
ing. 

All sheriffs and deputies with the ex- 
ception of Campbell, of Macleod, were 
present, making a total of seven. Mr. 
Campbell was unavoidably prevented 
from attending on account of sickness. 

The idea of the convention had or- 
iginated in the mind of J. D, Hunt, 
inspector of legal offices, and as a na- 
tural consequence he will act as 
chairman both for today’s meeting and 
that of tomorrow. 

In opening the business of the day, 
Mr. Hunt asked that a secretary be 
appointed, not so much that a verbatim 
report of the meetings be kept, but 
rather for the purpose of recording all 
resolutions which should be made. J. 
Rae, deputy-sheriff of Edmonton, was 
unanimously chosen to record the 
transactions of the convention. 

Mr. Hunt, in his opening address, 
outlined his reasons for taking a step 
so new and yet so important to the 
smooth running of the law machinery 
of the province... He stated that since 
his appointment as inspector of legal 
offices his one great desire had been 
to promoté and improve efficleney in 
the various offices coming under his 
jurisdiction. He had called the sheriffs 
and their deputies to Edmonton from 
all parts of the province because he 
considered it would be far more satis- 
factory than for him or an officer of 
his department, to visit the offices sep- 
arately. 

Mr. Hunt also spoke strongly for 
more uniformity in doing business, but 
at the same time he would encourago 
personal initiative on the part of all 
officials, As an example of what he 
meant by uniformity_he referred to the 
question of bookkeepings, 

Every sheriff i sebms has up to now 
kept his bodks us it) best suited him. 
In an attempt to remedy this evil 
the inspector's department has for the 
last two months been experimenting in 
the sheriff's office here in Edmonton 
and have at last evolved a system 
which, it is expected, wil! be adopted 
by the sheriffs and their deputies 
throughout the province. From four to 
six this afternoon all the visitors will 
be entertained at Sheriff Robertson's 
office at the court house, and under 
the guidance of Mr. Hunt, be given a 
two hours’ lesson in an improved and 
uniform system of bookkeeping. 

Another object of the convention is 
to see to if that from now on a sher- 
iff's office shall be self-supporting. 

“It is not fair,’ remarked Mr. Hunt 
in his opening address, “that the ex- 
penses of these oflices should be borne 
by the taxpayers. If people get into 
litigation because they like it, let them 
pay for their pleasure. If they are un- 
fortunate enough to get the law after 
them, why they mist pay the cost of 
their misdoing, The taxpayer must be 
free from such expense.”
